MANY  LANDLORDS  FAIL  TO  MAKE  THE  NECESSARY  CONNECTIONS  AND  SO 
DEPR'IVE  THEIR  TENANTS  OF  THE  SANITARY  BENEFITS  THAT  HAVE  BEEN 
PROVIDED.  This  OMISSION  HAS  A  FINANCIAL  AS  WELL  AS  A  SANITARY 
ASPECT,  FOR  IT  INVOLVES  THE  PERPETUATION  OF  N  I  GHTSO  II  L  COLLECTION, 

A  SYSTEM  WHICH  TO-DAY  |S  CARRIED  OUT  AT  GREAT  EXPENSE  FOR 
COMPARATIVELY  FEW  PEOPLE. 

•TO  REMEDY  THIS  STATE  OF  AFFAIRS,  AN  INTENSIVE  DRIVE  HAS 
BEEN  RECENTLY  STARTED  TO  GET  ALL  THE  HOUSES  IN  THESE  VILLAGES

During  the  year  1947,  402  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 

NOTIFIED  AS  COMPARED  WITH  214  CASES  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR.  THIS 
INCREASE  IN  NOTIFICATIONS  WAS  LARGELY  DUE  TO  MORE  CASES  OF  MEASLES 
AND  WHOOPING  COUGH.  In  1946  THERE  WERE  56  CASES  OF  MEASLES  AS 
COMPARED  WITH  227  CASES  IN-  1947- 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  somewhat  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous 

YEAR  AND  THERE  WAS  ONLY  ONE  OASE  OF  DIPHTHERIA.  FOR  THE  FIRST  YEAR  ON 
RECORD  IT  CAN  BE  SAID  NO  CHILD  UNDER  15  YEARS  OF  AGE  HAS  SUFFERED 

from  Diphtheria  in  this  area. 

Under  our  Immunisation  Scheme  every  remote  hamlet  and  village 

HAS  BEEN  VISITED  DURING  THE  YEAR  AND  FACILITIES  OFFERED  TO  THE 
RESIDENTS  TO  TAKE  ADVANTAGE  OF  THE  PROTECTIVE  TREATMENT.  THE 

Wollaston  Ambulance  as  a  Mobile  Unit  again  proved  to  be  very  helpful. 
During  the  year  474  children  received  treatment;  452  under  five  years 
AND  22  BETWEEN  5  AND  15  YEARS.  IN  ADDITION  249  CHILDREN  RECEIVED  A
